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Firemen want more: 


Withhold protection from prison until meeting with legislators

Area firemen, who won a major concession from 
the state with an 11 day boycott of services at the 
prison at Graterford, met Wednesday night and 
voted to keep their hoses shut and hold out for 
more. 
“We are staying on the status we’re on right 
now,” said Perkiomen Fire Chief Dave Myers, 
referring to his pledge not to respond to fire calls at 
the State Correctional Institution at Graterford. 
According to Myers, there remain unanswered 
crucial questions affecting the financial security of 
the voluntee r f i remen. 
Until the firemen from the Lower Perkiomen 


Fire Protection District can meet with area 
legislators, the ban on fire protection will stay in 
effect. 
“We want to see what’s left of the bill,” Myers 
said. “I don’t know how' watered down it was to get 
through.” 
Wednesday night the Pennsylvania General 
Assembly voted to override Gov. Milton J. Shapp’s 
veto of a bill that would provide legal assistance to, 
firemen. Only one vote was cast against the 
override motion in both houses. 
But back at the firehouses, the volunteers are 
guarding their position. They want assurance that 
the state will begin paying its way for fire 
protection before they relinquish their grasp on the 


safety of the Graterford inmates. 
“What I’m saying is that we get two mills for fire 
tax,” the Perkiomen Chief said. “ And it’s not fair 
that they (state owned institutions) become part of 
the community and not pay their fair share for 
protection given.” 
According to Myers, the state does not contribute 
toward the costs of equipment and trucks as do the 
members of the community they serve. Until the 
firemen can meet with the legislators, Sen. Edwin 
G. Holl and Rep. G. Sieber Pancoast in particular, 
they will continue to withhold Graterford protec­ 
tion.“We want to give the legislators a chance to sell 
us on what they proposed, and then we will go from 
there.” 
PUC okays water rate increase 
of 25 per cent for Pottstown 


The Public Utility 
Commission has granted 
p e rm issio n to the 
borough of Pottstown to 
raise water rates 25 per 
cent as of today. It is the 
first increase since 1963. 
Borough M anager 
Joseph Banta said 
Wednesday the bill to the 
average consumer will 
rise from $38 to $48 per 
year, or nearly three 
cents per day. 
Inflation in the costs of 
chemicals used to treat 
the Schuylkill River 
w ater and costs of power 
are primarily respon­ 
sible for the rate hike, 
Banta said. 


“What can you buy 
today that cost the same 
as it did in 1963?” he 
observed. 
There is little chance, 
according to Banta, that 
the borough will be able 
to stave off additional 
increases for another 12 
years. But future in­ 
flation and water con­ 
sumption, the primary 
determinants of rates, 
are difficult to forecast. 
Unlike electricity and 
fuel consumption which 
recently decreased as a 
r e s u lt of eco lo g y 
movements, residential 
water use has remained 
steady.

But a decline in in­ 
dustrial consumption will 
mean a substantial Ipss 
of revenues for the 
borough, according to 
Banta.

“The Bethlehem steel 
plant is down, of course, 
and Firestone went back 
to their wells,” Banta 
said. “This makes our 
problem even more 
critical.” 
The borough manager 
explained that 41 cents of 
every dollar the borough 
receives for w ater 
consumption goes toward 
paying off debts on the 
equipment. The costs of 
producing additional 
water, however, are not 
great. 
“ We could produce 
more water without any 
increase in the cost of 
labor,” Banta said, 
adding that the water 
plant is only operating at 
44 per cent capacity. 
“ If we sold more 
w a t e r , we c o u l d 
theoretically reduce the 
rates.” 
The chances of selling 
more water depend upon 


an increase in population 
in the area “That or 
people drinking more,” 
Banta said. 
The closing of the steel 
plant will mean a loss of 
$13.000 in w a t e r 
revenues. Firestone’s 
reversion to their own 
wells which means a 
savings for them, could 
dry up another $18,000 in 
revenues. Total annual 
revenues of the water 
department are $750,000. 
Water consumption 
was 1.38 billion gallons in 
1960 and rose to 1.9 billion 
gallons in 1975. Costs per 
million gallons, however, 
more than doubled. ^To 
produce a million gallons 
in 1960 cost $107.85. 
Fifteen years later it was 
$239,32. 
The increase in the 
water rates will not be 
reflected until the August 
billing. Banta said. One 
third of the August bill 
and two thirds of the 
Septem ber bill will 
reflect the increase. By 
November, all of the bill 
will be at the new rates. 
Banta said Pottstown 
needed approval to raise 
the rates for water 
consumers outside the 
borough only. Those 
customers are in Lower 
Pottsgrove, West Pott- 
sgrove, North Coventry, 
E ast Coventry and

When asked about the possibility of a 
wildcat strike that had been reported, 
Mrs. Jones ¿aid the reports were “just 
rumors nothing more.” 
The current contract was accepted in 
the summer of 1974 after a 38-day strike 
at the Pottstown plant and the 
Philadelphia plant.

Theft charge against pastor 
irrelevant to Synod decision

The Lutheran Church 
Synod issued a pastoral 
letter which emphasized 
that it’s decision to 
recommend the removal 
of the Rev. John B. 
Bergstresser as pastor of 
Grace Lutheran Church, 
Royersford, had nothing 
to do with his arrest. 
Synod P r e s i d e n t 
William A. Janson said a 
s t u d y c o m m i t I e e 
recom mended the church 
members vote to recall 
the Rev. Bergstresser as 
pastor for a variety of 
r e a s o n s , but that 
allegedly stealing $64,000 
in church funds was not 
one of them. 
“ The commit tee’s 
preliminary report was 
presented to me on June 
3, and discussed at 3 
p.m.,” said Janson. “At 
5 p.m. 1 learned that the 
pastor had been arrested. 
It was decided that no 
major alterations would 
be made in the document 
because he was not 
charged with stealing 
funds by the synod.” 
On June 7, a majority 
of 211 church members 
voted to recall the Rev. 
Rergstresser as pastor of 
the church. While the 
arrest was not mentioned 
in the recom mend a lions 
made by the synod 
committee, it was the 
main topic of con­ 
versation before the vote. 
All charges were later 
dropped against the Rev. 
Be r g s t r e s s e r at a 
preliminary hearing 
before District Justice 
M a r t i n K i g g i n s , 
Royersford. 
“On June 16, a district 


justice said the district 
attorney’s office did not 
have evidence to convict 
the pas tor of taking the 
money ,” said Janson. 
“The recommendations 
of the committee called 
for termination of the 
pastor’s call because of 
his inability to function 
efficiently in the light of 
existing conditions.”

If we are known by the heroes we keep, then 
knowledge of Admiral Hyman George Rickover tells 
us much about Jimmy Carter, the presidential 
hopeful. 
" Admiral Rickover had a profound effect on my life 
— perhaps more than anyone except my own 
parents," Carter writes in his autobiography, "Whv 
Not The Best." 
The title of the book is in fact taken from a remark 
by Rickover when interviewing Carter in 1949 for a 
job in the latter's Navy nuclear submarine program. 
They sat alone in a large room' and talked for two 
hours. Rickover allowed Carter to pick the subjects 
that he felt he knew best 
Whatever it was, from 
gunnery to music, "Rickover soon proved that 1 knew 
relatively little about the subject 1 had chosen.” 
"He always looked right into my eyes and he never 
sm iled,” wrote Carter. “ I was saturated with sweat. 
"Finally, he asked me a question (in which) I 
thought I could redeem myself. He said, ‘How did you 
stand in your class at the Naval Academy?’ . . . 1 had 
done very well, and I swelled my chest with pride and 
answered, ‘Sir, I stood fifty-ninth in a class of 820.' 1 
sat back to wait for the congratulations — which 
never came. 
“ Instead the question: ‘Did you do your best?’ I 
started to say , ' Yes, sir,’ but I remembered who this 
was, and recalled several of the many times at the 
Academy when I could have learned more about our 
allies, our enemies, weapons, strategy, and so forth. I 
was just human. I finally gulped and said, ‘No, sir, 1 
didn’t always do my best.’ 
“ He looked at me foe a long time, and then, turned 
his chair around to end the interview. He asked one 
final question, which I have never been able to forget 
— or to answer. He said, "Why not?" I sat there for 
awhile, shaken, and then slowly left the room.” 
Carter got the job. 
Rickover is now 76 years old and apparently as 
tart, demanding and piercing as ever. He still does 
not court friends. And if there is one overwhelming 
difference between Carter and Rickover it is their 
sm ile. Carter is forever mobilizing his ivories for 
public display. Rickover is zipper-lip. 
The admiral is a short, small-boned man. about 5-4. 
120 pounds. He has snow-white hair parted nearly in 
the middle and tufted in front. His nose is hawk-like. 
He walks rapidly and starchlv upright. He has been 
described as "elfin-like” and "wispy" and “a slight, 
spare human tornado.’ He eats sparingly to stay trim 
and energized. 
He is known to be indefatigable and single-minded 
in pursuit of a goal, like Carter. He is considered a 
genius electrical engineer; he was a pioneer and 
prodder of the turgid Navy in developing the nuclear 
submarine. 
When the Nautilus, America’s first atomic sub­ 
marine was first unveiled in 1953, Secretary of the 
Navy Don Kimball presented Rickover with a gold 
star and citation. 
Kimball 
said, 
"He has 
ac­ 
complished the most important piece of development 
work in the history of the Navy." 
It wasn’t easy. Rickover was born in Russia and 
cam e to America when he was five, after his father 
had been here for several years and earned enough 
money to send for his family. 
Rickover grew up on the West Side of Chicago, the 
son of a poor tailor. He was a Western Union 
m essenger boy. A friend of his knew the local 
congressman, Adolph J. Sabath, and the two boys 
attained appointments to the Naval Academy. For 
Rickover, this was a particular blessing. He said in 
later years that without that appointment he would 
never have been able to attend college — his parents 
certainly were too poor to send him. 
Rickover did not go swimmingly through An­ 
napolis. He was never gregarious. (In later years, 
som e who worked on the Nautilus project with him 
said, "He’s a great man, but he’s got the personality 
of a prune ” ) He did not take part in athletics, did not 
frolic with the girls in nearby Baltimore on weekends. 
He studied. 
After, he commanded small ships until he was 
appointed to head the nuclear project at Oak Ridge. 
Getting the plum assignment was difficult. For one 
thing, the Navy was notoriously anti-Semitic. For 
another, Rickover never hesitated to step on a toe if a 
tow was lagging; nor did it matter to Rickover if the 
appendage outranked his own. And some brassier 
Navy men thought the nuclear submarine was a 
waste of time and money, anyway. 
The project was completed in six years, less than 
half the time expected. For Rickover’s tenacity, he 
w as rewarded—the day after the unveiling of the 
Nautilus, in fact — with the news that the Navy 
Selection Board had passed over him and thus did not 
promote him (He was then a captain.) 
The news hit the headlines. Congressmen and 
journalists cried "injustice." Rickover remained 
quiet, continued working, though he was known to be 
disappointed. One year later, he was up for promotion 
again. He was passed over again! There was, 
traditionally, no appeal. He would have to retire, at 
age 52, at the height of his powers.

Montreal, the Olympics town, money goes like hay 


MONTREAL — As the man was saying on the 
television, French is an extraordinary language 
with some terrific nuances. The man on TV was 
giving a French lesson, which seemed strange 
because even the smallest of children here in 
Montreal are so smart they speak French like a 
professor. 
“Give regard to the matter of the Insult,” the 
man said. “If one should call you ‘a pig' in 
French, he would say that you are ‘espece de 
cochon’ — literally a kind of a pig but loosely 
translated, the ‘espece’ means alleged.’ Thus, in 
French, the insult doesn’t libel anyone.” 
Working in French would obviously put a 
damper on Don Rickies. 
Actually, the French spoken in Montreal is full 
of local mannerisms and idioms and is given 
short shrift by the purists of Paris. But then, the 
Parisians really don't care for much of anything 
outside of Paris. 
“The Parisians are secure in their knowledge 
of one essential belief,” Hey wood Hale Broun 


once said. “They are certain that God speaks 
French.” 
1 am here on an ABC pre-Olympics press trip, 
examining the sites for this summer’s telecast, 
and I am also learning about local customs. For 
instance, the province of Quebec — La Belle 
Province — spends millions each year on its 
Office of the French Language, which is in the 
vanguard of the struggle to save the tongue of 
Zola and Voltaire and Robert Clary from sub­ 
version at the hands of “les Anglais. ” 
Dread signs of ominous decay are everywhere 
— Coca-Cola is edging out the famed Quebec 
cider, the “chansons” are yielding to Elton John. 
And 
there 
is 
the 
growing 
intrusion 
of 
“frangíais,” which are English words given 
French pronunciations such as “le parking" and 
“le hot dog” and “en blue jean" and “Ies best­ 
sellers” and “le hamburger” and so on. 
At a restaurant, I learned of another local 
custom. Seeking a restorative after a long flight, 
I asked the waiter if, “s’il vous plait,” I could

The scaredy cats' fall behind 


Westinghouse is selling a nuclear reactor for 
generating electricity—to Egypt. 
In the United States we paralyze ourselves 
with fear of what might happen here, while other 
nations move on off into the future leaving us— 
U.S.—behind. 
The scaredy-cats in and out of Congress are 
afraid for our nation to develop more nuclear 
power plants because “someday an accident 
might happen.” 
If those same people had had that much clout 
5 0 years ago our nation would never have dared 
built gigantic hydroelectric dams for fear “one 
might be ruptured by an earthquake.” 
That was a risk, it remains a calculated risk, 
but every sensible American will have to agree 
it’s worth that risk to keep the lights on! 
Nor is it just in the generation of energy that 
anxiety is over-ruling our reason. 
In Rye, N.Y., a police chief wants to ban 
skateboards “because they are too dangerous.” 
Take the SST. The airplane.of tomorrow is 
landing and taking off today from Dulles Airport 
in Washington—but it’s not ours. 
The obstructionists' warnings about ozone 
pollution and about intolerable noise so in­ 
timidated our Congress that our own superplane 
was stillborn. 
Pursue that premise to its inevitable con­ 
clusion and those guys will get our nation “back 
on its feet,” all right. 
If the play-it-safo-no-matter-what people had 
been in charge when our nation began they’d 


never have approved the admittedly dangerous 
bicycle. Certainly they’d have filed class-action 
lawsuits against the possession or use of volatile 
gasoline. 
As a matter of fact all these things are (ital) 
potentially (unital) hazardous. 
And if that is going to be the criterion on which 
we predicate what’s allowable, if our govern­ 
ment is going to try to protect us from anything 
that might hurt us, then they can’t stop with 
bacon and jello. 
And, 
paradoxically, 
the 
same don't-risk- 
anything concept is denying to us some things 
which might benefit our health. 
Medications now widely used abroad, suc­ 
cessfully treating some of the most threatening 
* diseases, are not a vailable to Americans. 
Neither collectively nor individually can we 
isolate ourselves from all hazards. Every day is 
Friday the thirteenth— but we still have to go 
out! 
Once upon a time there was a very rich man. 
He tried to insulate himself from the world. He 
built around himself a carefully contrived 
cocoon of concrete and steel. He sought, with 
preparation of selected health foods and with 
locked and guarded doors and by refusing all 
visitors, to separate himself from any op­ 
portunity for contamination or mishap. 
Yet Hdward Hughes, dried up to 80 emaciated 
pounds, died sooner than most. 
The 
parallel 
with 
our 
present 
national 
paranoia is worth considering. .

W e i n m a n 
k e e p s 
thinking: “ It could have 


been mine." 
" I can’t get that out of 
my head," said the owner 
of a neighborhood hard­ 
ware store for 22 years. 
“ What can you do when 
they say it was kids right 
down the street that did 
it?" 
The 
four 
persons 
charged in the case all 
live in the neighborhood, 
an 
area 
of 
mixed 
residential-industrial 
makeup that has become 
a haven over the years 
for low-income families 
who have moved here 


looking for jobs. 
“ My God, it’s a rough 
world for the kids now,” 
said 
another neighbor, 
Mary B. Housti, tousling

In his mid-year economic report to 
Congress, Burns said the nation’s unem­ 
ployment rate, currently 7.3 per cent, would 
fall to just under 7 by the end of the year and 
to about 6.5 per cent by mid-1977.

fireworks safety 


The streaming burst of color of the fireworks 
bomb is a shock of beauty dashed against the 
black of night. 
But a life of darkness as a result of the blast of 
the firecracker is shock of grief. 


Though fireworks m anufacturers are disap­ 
pointed the Bicentennial has not given a boost to 
the skyrocket industry, the threat of injuries is 
still as great as it is each July 4. 
One early death serves a tragic rem inder, 
according to the Insurance Information In­ 
stitute. 
A young girl in a New Jersey school w as killed 
when an "ash can,'! a powerful firecracker, 
exploded 
inside 
a 
glass 
enclosed 
fire 
ex­ 
tinguisher niche. 


She bled to death from a cut jugular vein after 
she w as strafed by a piece of flying glass, The 
girl was not involved in using the fireworks and 
was only passing by on the way to class. 
Also, the Montgomery County Association for 
the Blind has issued an appeal to area residents 
to forbid children from buying illegal fireworks. 
Rather, they recommend attending one of many 
fireworks displays. 
"The association for the blind knows much 
about the tragic incidents of disfiguring burns, 
eye injuries and blindness resulting from what 
was 
thought 
to 
be 
harm less 
play 
with 
firew orks," said Mrs. Alice J. Bell, director of 
the association’s prevention department. 


Pennsylvania has a fireworks law 
which 
prohibits 
the 
use 
of 
the 
explosives 
by 
unauthorized persons. Though State Police in the 
area have reported no arrests recently for the 
possesion of fireworks, they emphasize that any 
of the fireworks with the exception of sparklers 
are illegal. 
Still, the allocation for the blind cautions that 
sparklers burn at extrem ely high temperatures 
and are a growing cause of injuries. The core can 
cause injury to the eyes and even blindness if a 
child should fall on it or poke it in an eye, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Bell.

injured and treated in hospitals as a result of 
ig noring

And the encyclopedia 
company defends — in 
fact, boasts about — its 
offer by explaining: 
• The letter comes 
fro m th e p a re n ts 
association and not from 
the school, so school 
a p p ro v a l is never 
claimed. 
• The discount is 
genuine, so the parents 


are getting a direct 
benefit. 
• The offer is good for 
only a limited time, so 
there is nothing decep­ 
tive here. 
• There is no high- 
pressure salesmanship 
involved and only if you, 
the parents, express an 
interest will you be 
contacted. 
Having given the en­ 
cyclopedia company the 
most objectiv and fairest 
sendoff I could in the 
above paragraphs, I now 
must report that its 
promotion is igniting 
what is likely to become a 
m ajo r co n tro v ersy 
among parents and 
consum er protection 
agencie. Among the 
-questions being raised, 
which you, as a parent, 
should consider even 
before the promotion 
reaches you are: 
When a child brings 
something home from the 
classroom, aren't you 
likely to think that it 
carries the imprimatur 
of school approval — and 
isn’t such an impression 
enhanced when children 
are told to return a slip to 
the classroom ? 
What is the impact on 
children whose parents 
cannot afford the en­ 
cyclopedia but may feel 
that, by not buying, they 
are jeopardizing the 
education and status of 
their youngsters? 
Wrhat about fairness to 


competing brands that 
might be just as good but 
that don’t get the benefit 
of this special plug?

Since the student loan 
program began in 1965, 
banks have made more 
than 70 per cent of the

Postal Service withdraws plan 
to close small post offices 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— In an apparent effort 
to win higher subsidies 
from C ongress, the 
Postal Service said 
Wednesday it would not 
carry out its plan to close 
or consolidate 231 small 
post offices. 
The Postal Service said 
the offices would remain 
open as long as Congress 
considers legislation to 
increase the subsidy . 
Members of Congress 
sympathetic to the Postal 
Service’s plea for ad­ 
ditional funding have 
said the service’s plan to 
close small post offices 
would lose votes for the 
subsidy legislation. 
The Senate is expected 
to vote in late July on the 
bill sponsored by Sen. 
Gale W. McGee. D-Wyo. 
M c G ee ’s b ill would 
authorize a total of $1 
billion for the Postal 
Service over the next two 
years in addition to funds 
already authorized by 
Congress. 
The Postal Service lost 
11.4 billion in the fiscal 
year just ended and says 
it expects a SI billion 
deficit in the next fiscal 
year without new sub­ 
sidies. 


The planned post office 
closings and more than a 
thousand others under 
c o n s i d e r a t o n 
had 
aroused a storm of 
protest in Congress. 
Some members from 
rural districts said it was 
the most important issue 
to their constituents. 
The House last week 
passed overwhelmingly a 
resolution urging the 
Postal Service not to 
close rural post offices or 
reduce any other service. 
C ongressm en from 
rural districts contend 
small communities lose 
their identity when their 
post offices are shut 
down. 
The Postal Service has 
contended the post of­ 
fices in question are an 
unnecessary financial 
burden that add nothing 
to mail service. 
Postm aster General 
Benjamin F. Bailar said 
in a statement that the 
231 closing or con­ 
solidations would have 
represented an annual 
saving to the Postal 
Service of $2.3 million. 
“I want to point out 
that this action means 
the taxpayer and mail 
user will continue to bear 


the burden of any inef­ 
ficient and unnecessary 
post office operations," 
Bailar said 
The postmaster said 
some of the offices that 
will remain open serve as 
few as three families. 
Earlier, the Postal 
Rate Commission en­ 
dorsed the Postal Ser­ 
vice’s request to make 
permanent the current

“When you consider 
the millions of women 
using mascara, those 
p e rc e n ta g e s could 
translate into thousands 
of women at risk of in- 
* fections," Wilson said. 
Speaking here at a 
Science writers’ seminar 
sponsored by Research to 
Prevent Blindness, Inc., 
I Wilson said he has 
c o n c e n tra te d upon 
studying mascara but 
has indications that other 
facial makeups also can 
harbor bacteria and 


fungus that foster eye 
infection. 
In the mascara studies, 
Wilson said he found the 
women most at risk are 
those who scratch their 
corneas with the brush 
used to apply the 
makeup, as well as those 
with pre-existing cornea 
disease. The cornea is the 
clear, domed mem.brane 
covering the front of the 
eyeball. 
“Scratching caused by 
the brush is an open door 
to the cornea permitting 
bacteria to get in and 
start growing,” he said. 
Cornea infection is the 
most serious problem, 
Wilson said, because it 
can lead to corneal ulcers 
that threaten vision and 
later might require 
corneal transplants, 
' After he first reported 
on the mascara problem 
three years ago, Wilson 
said some manufacturers 
quietly increased the 
amounts of preservatives 
in their makeup to retard 
bacteria growth. More 
and better preservatives 
are needed, he added. 
W ilson said the 
mascara that comes 
from the factories is 


“very clear and usually 
free of bacteria.” After 
the cosmetic is opened 
and used, bacteria get in 
from the environment 
and grow in the container 
if not inhibited, 
“ Even adequately 
preserved cosmetics can 
become contaminated 
with frequent use and 
passage of timé,” Wilson 
said. “As a general rule, 
we would advocate 
discarding any mascara 
after about three to four 
months in use. ” 
Wilson said putting 
expiration dates on 
cosmetics which give a 
time limit for keeping 
them after first use, 
“would be a very good 
idea if we could interest 
a.yone in doing it.” 
Manufacturers have 
contacted him about his 
research, Wilson said, 
but their response has 
been lukewarm. 


“I don’t believe they 
believe us,” he said. 
“For years they didn’t 
think there could .be 
microbiological growth 
in makeup but we’ve 
certainly found it.” 


New Jersey schools to close; 
legislature fails to agree 
TRENTON, N.J. (AP) 
— The deadline for 
closing down the New 
Jersey public school 
system came at 12:01 
a.m. Thursday without 
the legislative action 
needed to avert it. 
The Assembly Wed­ 
nesday night rejected one 
proposed state income 
tax bill that would have 
raised the money to head 
off the school crisis. 
Gov. Brendan T. 
B y rn e, m eanw hile, 
allowed the same mid­ 
night deadline to pass for 
signing the new 12.85 
billion state budget in a 
move that legislative and 
Byrne administration 
s o u rc e s said was 
designed to create 
leverage to put more 
p r e s s u r e on th e 
legislature. 
A spokesman for the 
governor said Byrne 
expected to sign the 
budget “by morning” 
Thursday. A tty. Gen. 
William F. Hyland said 
the failure to sign the 
budget would have “no 
im m ediate practical 


e f f e c t ” on s ta te 
operations and he noted 
that revenues are still 
flowing in to the state 
treasury and would 
provide funds to support 
essential human and 
public safety services. 
The state Supreme 
Court ordered a halt to 
nearly all spending for 
public education in New 
Jersey as of July 1 unless 
the legislature financed a 
new system of state aid 
for public schools that it 
had ruled constitutional 
last January. 
The Assembly voted 
Wednesday night on a 
proposed flat 2 per cent 
income 
tax. Only 16 
assemblymen voted for 
amendments needed to 
put the tax bill in position 
for a final vote in the 
lower house while 59 
opposed it. Defeat of the 
amendments signalled 
the failure of the 
measure. 
T h e 
A s s e m b l y 
Democrats then went 
into a caucus to consider 
o th e r in co m e tax 


proposals or a possible 
state sales tax increase 
to fund the school aid 
plan, They were still 
debating among them­ 
selves when the deadline 
passed. 


Nixon nominee 
is indicted on 
vice charges 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla, 
(Upl) — Former federal 
judge G. Harr old Car- 
swell, a 1970 Nixon 
nominee to the Supreme 
Court, was indicted 
Wednesday on charges of 
making a homosexual 
pass at a vice squad 
policeman. 
The Leon County 
Grand Jury charged 
Carswell, 56, with battery 
and an attem pt to 
commit an unnatural and 
lascivious act. Conviction 
of both misdemeanor 
counts would carry a 
maximum penalty of 14 
months in jail and a 
$1,500 fine. 
Carswell, who denied 
wrongdoing and repor­ 
tedly .threatened suicide 
after his arrest by 
p o licem an G eorge 
G re e n e , has been 
hospitalized p s ince t he 
Thursday incident for 
treatment of nerves and 
depression, he has 
refused to discuss the 
case.

Ford approves tax cut extension 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— P a y c h e c k s of 
American workers will 
be protected from in­ 
creased income tax 
withholding for another 
two months under a bill 
which President Ford 
prepared to sign on 
Wednesday. 


The measure extends 
last year’s 
$15 billion 
anti-recession tax cuts 
and freezes present 
payroll withholding rates 
until Sept 1. The original 
bill was to expire at 


midnight Wednesday. 
Without the extension, 
the Internal Revenue 
Service Friday could 
immediately have begun 
deducting higher taxes 
from most paychecks 


"T he P resident’s 
position is that he is only 
signing the bill as an 
expedient so that tax 
withholding doesn’t in­ 
crease in people’s 
paychecks,” Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen 
reported. 
“But what he’s really 


doing is giving Congress 
time to finally come to 
grips with this issue of 
cutting income taxes and 
especially to deal with his 
proposal that taxes be cut 
an additional $10 billion,” 
Nessen said. 


Without an extension 
the hardest hit would 
have been the nation’s 
poorest families. The 
four-member family 
earning $6,000 a year 
would face a $455 tax hike 
over a one-year period. 
A family of four ear­ 


ning $15,000 would face a 
$180 a year tax increase, 
as would a single person 
earning $25,000. The 
increase would be a $182 
for a single person 
earning $8,000 and $204 
for a couple with no 
children and earning 
$10,000. 


The Senate and House 
rushed the legislation 
through this week as a 
stopgap measure which 
gives them more time to 
finish work on a com­ 
prehensive tax revision 


bill.There has never been 
any doubt in Congress 
that the tax cuts would be 
extended for at least a 
year. It Is now considered 
likely that the reductions 
will be made permanent, 
if not this year, then next. 
F ord has asked 
Congress to increase1 the 
cuts by $10 billion and 
make the reduction 
permanent. He has 
suggested increasing the 
standard deduction for 
each dependent from $750 
to $1,000 . 


European Communists reject Kremlin control 
BERLIN (AP) - 
Communists from both 
East and West Europe 
stood before Soviet 
le a d e r L eonid I . 
Brezhnev on Wednesday 
and rejected Kremlin 
control of their policies, 
affirming intentions to 
follow their own paths. 
Italian Communist 
l e a d e r 
E n r i c o 
Berlinguer, buoyed by 
election gains at home, 
said the summit of 29 
European Communist 
parties to which he spoke 


was “a free meeting 
among autonomous and 
equal parties." 
Yugoslav President 
Tito, the old lior\ who 
pioneered independent 
Communism, said he 
opposed all forms of 
interference in internal 
affairs of other countries. 
French Communist chief 
Georges Marcháis said 
the Soviet theme of the 
dictatorship of the 
proletariate does not 
correspond to French 
reality. 


A document issued as 
the two-day summit 
ended Wednesday 
represented at least a 
verbal victory for the 
independent stand of the 
Yugoslavs, Romanians, 
Italians and French. 
The document, un­ 
signed and therefore 
unbinding, endorsed 
independence for the 
parties of each country to 
choose their own way of 
achieving Communism. 
Berlinguer minced no 
words, declaring an 


international Communist 
body “does not exist and 
could not exist in any 
form, on either the world 
or the European level." 
“Ours is a free meeting 
among autonomous and 
equal parties which does 
not seek to lay down 
guidelines for, or bind, 
any of our parties," he 
added. “And it is im­ 
portant that this debate is 
open and public." 
In his own speech 
Tuesday, Brezhnev said 
no one wanted a center of 


Communism as in the 
early, days. While em­ 
phasizing the pioneer 
role of the Soviets and the 
value of their experience, 
nowhere in his speech did 
he clearly assert the 
primacy of the Russians 
over the others. 
It was objection to this 
pr i ma c y that had 
brought the Yugoslavs, 
Romanians, the Italians, 
French and Spanish 
Communists to the point 
of boycotting this con­ 
ference.

She will play for the 
title Friday against her 
old Australian rival, 
Evonne Goolagong, 
whom she has never 
beaten on grass. 
Miss Goolagong won 6- 
1, 6-2 against a nervous 
and off-form Virginia 
Wade, the last British 
survivor. 
In Thursday’s men’s 
sem ifinals, Roscoe 
Tanner of Lookout 
Mountain, T e n n ., 
conquerer of top-seed 
Jimmy Connors, meets 
Bjorn Borg and Hie 
Nastase faces Raul 
Ramirez. 
Miss Evert, favorite 
for the crown, had 
previously strolled 
through five matches 
without dropping a set, 


losing a total of only 10 
games. It had all been too 
easy. 
Suddenly she found 
herself with a job on her 
hands. Miss Navratilova, 
the sturdy exiled Czech 
left-hander who lives in 
Beverly Hills, Calif., 
played aggressive tennis 
and hit a lot of tough 
strokes. 
A stiff breeze, swirling 
around the bowl of the 
center court, did not 
make it easier for Miss 
Evert to cope with her 
opponent’s big serve and 
volley game. 
One service break 
helped Miss Evert to win 
the first set comfortably, 
and she broke service to 
lead 3-2 in the second set 
and seemed to be on her 
way. But then Miss 
Navratilova warmed up 
and began hitting her 
most dam.aging shots. 
The Czech broke back 
at 3-3, and broke again at 
6-4 to tie the match at one 
set all. She was hitting 
the ball hard and 


volleying at clever 
angles, and Miss Evert 
was kept on the run and 
forced into errors. 
The star from Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., was as 
cool as ever, but her 
game lost its usual 
compac t look.

Coaches: Athletes cheated by budget cuts

In this, the summer of his discontent, Jim 
Edwards engages in a daily wrestling match 
with his conscience. 
It appears to be a losing battle. 
As head coach of Pottstown High’s revitalized 
wrestling team, Edwards has been placed in the 
unenviable position of pick-and-choose. 
Pick-and-choose because the Pottstown school 
board has ruled that he must trim his three man 
coaching staff to two.

I have a great deal of loyalty 
toward them and toward my wrestlers.” 
The wrestlers are his main concern, Edwards 
emphasized. The ones he feels will be wronged. 
‘‘I’m totally against the recommendation that 
has been set forth by the superintendent of 
schools and the school board,” he said. “There’s 
no doubt in my mind that if we should drop back 
to the two coach system, we’d be cheating the 
athletes. 
“I believe the quality of instruction should be 


maintained for the current wrestlers as well as 
the future wrestlers at Pottstown.” 
Edwards is not alone in his plight. Pottstown s 
basketball and football programs are also being 
cut.And neither is Pottstown unique in this 
financial belt-tightening. 
At Pottsgrove, for instance, varsity football 
coach Ken Harclerode has lost his seventh grade 
program to economics. And at Spring-Ford, head 
football coach Merle Bainbridge loses one 
varsity assistant from a staff that was dented by 
two resignations. 
“You run an athletic program for as many kids 


Varsity sports dropped

as possible,” Bainbridge said. “But you lose kids 
if you don’t have enough coaches to instruct 
them.

Patching and filling, Bainbridge will have just 
one assistant coach back from last year — Steve 
Schein. Two newcomers to the staff are Ray 
Rowe, who coached nine years at the junior high, 
and Mike Fabel, the varsity wrestling coach. 
Meanwhile, Jan Fritz, basketball coach at 
Pottstown, clings to the hope that the decision 
will be reversed, even though the final budget 
has been approved. 
“The decision to drop the third coach is a 
disappointment to me,” he said, “but hardly a 
surprise. It has become a yearly topic. It was 
inevitable that some year the district w'ould 
m ake this coaching cutback stick . 
“As our school declines in enrollment and our 
league rivals increase in size, good programs 
and their coaching take on ever greater 
significance,” he went on. “Keeping the best 
interests of our players and students in mind, I 
sincerely hope that the district would 
re­ 
evaluate these reductions.” 
Edwards is, perhaps, the most emphatic about 
the cuts. 
“It’s a token area,” he said. “For the kids 
involved, it’s a very token thing to attack. The 
system has proven itself, been of merit. The 
system has worked.”

Area canoe thefts increase 
Canoe owners had better be on 
guard. Canoe thefts are up con­ 
siderably in Montgomery County— 
and so far no one’? been able to 
recover any of them . 
Paul Hallman, deputy waterways 
patrolman for Montgomery County, 
reported that he’s received seven 
complaints of stolen canoes already 
this season. 
“It’s hard to find them,” he said, 
“ they all look, alike." This is the 
most we’ve ever had reported this 
early in the season and whoever’s 
taking them must be unloading them 
quick, because we haven’t found any 
yet." 
Hallman claims that canoes left 
chained or tied to a tree, or left in 
someone’s backyard are vulnerable. 
“These people see them just waiting 
out there, and then they come back 
at night and take them away.” 
He added that he’s received no 
•reports of boat thefts so far this 
season. 
“The canoes, they’re easy to take, 
but boats are a different story,” he 
said. “With boats you need a trailer, 
so usually the thieves are content 
with just taking the motor. It’s less 
hassle and a lot easier.” 
Hallman also said he doesn’t know 
if the Bicentennial has anything to 
do with it or not, but boating in 
Montgomery County is up con­ 
siderably this year. 
“We have almost twice as many 
boaters as last year," he said. "On 
weekends the parking lots are filled 
at the launching spots along the 
Schuylkill.

Hanover Township was 


a section of the Frankfurt 
L a n d 
D e v e l o p m e n t 
Com pany 
which 
sold 
lands to the many Ger- 
m a n 
s e t t l e r s 
who 
travelled 
to 
America. 
The Germans account for 
the name of the township, 
a derivation from the 
Hanover King in their 
home land. 
n the early . another 
name was attached to 
this area - “ Falckner’s 
Swamp” 
after 
Daniel 
Falckner who was an 
attorney for the Frank­ 
furt Land Company. In 
1700. through a series of 
protests and arguments, 
D a n i e l 
F a l c k n e r 
managed to gain com­ 
plete control of the lands. 
lthough at the time he 
was 
accused 
of 
inef- 
f i c i e n c y 
by 
h i s 
a sso c ia te s, 
Fal ckner 


stands out as one of the 
leading 
figures in the 
area. 
The 
Land Company 
remained in Falckner’s 
control until 1708 when he 
was forced to turn over

Sprogell.

saction alarm ed many of 
the settlers in the area — 
for shortly after Sprogell 
claimed 
many

original titles of early 
settlers were not legal. 
He proceeeded to oust

The settlers tried to 
fight back and engaged

Pastorious, an agent of 
the Frankfurt Company, 
an d

mantown section. 
Pastorius 
went

vestigate, only to find 
that Sprogell had enlisted 
the services of the only

A fraud was revealed. 
Yet Sprogell managed to 
keep 
control of 22.000 
acres of the richest farm 
land 
in

County, for which he paid 
a low price of $1,333.

History dates to 1700 


The old Perk Mines in 
the Stone Hills of New 
Hanover Township are 
the oldest mines of any 
kind in Pennsyvania. and 
with one exception, the 
oldest copper mines in 
America. 


The mines on the west 
branch of Swamp Creek 
a r e 
n o ted 
on 
th e 
historical Schull’s Map of 
Pennsylvania of 1759, but 
their 
history dates to 
1700. The discovery of 
copper ores belong to the 
early explorers of the 
25,000 acre tract of land 
sold 
by 
Penn 
to the 
German Company at the 
city 
of Frankfurt

Main. 


The tract was surveyed 
for settlement in 1701, but 
according to records of 
the 
early 
days, 
the 
discovery of copper dates 
to 1683 as described by 
Penn in his writings. 
However, no shipment 
of ore was recorded until

production produced both

He received his first lesson s from 
the John W anamaker Co. salesm an 
who sold him a used two-cylinder 
Ford in 1905. 
Recently honored for his 69-year 
m em bership in the Keystone-AAA 
Autom obile Club of Philadelphia, 
Mills said 
he was interested 
in 
autom obiles as a teen-ager at the 
turn of the century. 
“ Bv 1905,1 convinced my father to 
buy one,” he said. 
Seventy one years later and now 
driving a 1965 Pontiac, M ills recalls 
the changes and innovations during' 
the years.

considered Red Hill to be 
the best half-m ile track 
in this part of the coun­ 
try. 
Before the advent of 
the autom obile.

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Limerick 
How'd a land settled by Germans get an Irish name? 


How *111] ;i township 
settled by Orm .ins and 
Wels h 
t e c e i v e an 
Emerald Isle name like 
Limerick? 
One theory states the 
name Limerick was first 
applied to the area by an 
Irish traveller who 
stopped at an old inn at 
Route 422 and North 
Lim erick Road and 
asked the name of the 
spot. When told it was 
called “Stetler’s Corner’* 
he replied, “That’s no 
name. Why don't you call 
it Limerick, after a fine 
community in Old Erin?” 


A more plausible 
theory is that 'William 
Evans, who had lived in 
Limerick, Ireland, came 
to America with a group 
of Welsh Quakers who 
settled at Gwynedd. In 
1715 Evans left Gwynedd, 
purchased 700 acres of 
wilderness and called it 
Limerick after the green 
fields of his old home in 
Ireland. 
Welsh and Germans 
first settled the area 
which was owned by 
W illiam 
Penn; 
but 
shortly afterward the 
p op u lation 
b eca m e 
East 
Greenville 


In an age w hen 
progress is achieved 
through group effort and 
team play, the activities 
of the individual are often 
overlooked. Yet during 
the early pioneering days 
of America, the deter­ 
mined efforts of single 
in d iv id u a ls u su ally 
caused the towns to 
prosper or fold. 
Take the borough of 
East Greenville. The 
tow n e x is ts to d a y 
because of the efforts of 
one man. 
East Greenville had no 
waterways, no railroads, 
and only one major high- 
w a y 
th r o u g h th e 
P erk io m en reg io n . 
Through the first half of 
the 19th Century even 
that w as in great 
disrepair. In the 1850’s 
the Green Lane and 
Goshenhoppen Turnpike 
Company improved the 
road and it attracted the 
attentions of Captain 
Henry H. Dotts. 
Dotts was a shrewd 
businessman. He bought 
43 acres of rugged 
woodland at the time and 
began selling timber fr 
m his forest, making a 
handsome profit. 
He hoped the area 
could some day support a 
town and he cut up his 
tract into one-acre lots 
selling each at $50. He 
also bought houses and 
by 1852 the semblance of 
village began to emerge. 
A name was needed , 
and a tall pine tree at the 
northern end of the 
village, long a landmark, 
inspired the naming of 
“Greenville.” 
Within a fe\| years the 
sales of lots advanced. 


Dotts believed prices 
would soar even higher 
and he began to buy back 
the land he previously 
sold at $75 to $125 a lot. 
The town’s first en­ 
trepreneur later sold 
each lot for $200. 
Greenville had begun 
to grow and it soon 
became evident that a 
post office was needed. 
To the south was the 
older settlem ent of 
P e n n s b u r g . 
w h o se 
residents refused to 
merge with the aspiring 
village. Greenville ap­ 
plied for a post office and 
learned that the village 
name would have to be 
changed —' in western 
Pennsylvania another 
Greenville had been 
established years earlier. 
By this time the name 
“Greenville” had been 
ingrained upon area 
residents and the tiny 
community decided to 
somehow keep the quaint 
title. By prefixing the 
village with “East” they 
satisfied both the postal 
officials and the town­ 
speople. 
Dotts, who may easily 
be referred to as the 
founder of the town, was 
also responsible for 
giving the town its first 
school house. He donated 
land to the trustees ap­ 
pointed by the village 
who erected a school in 
1853. 
By 1875, the small 
village had obtained a 
certain individuality and 
refusing to link itself to 
Pennsburg it appealed 
and was granted borough 
status, making it the 
oldest borough in the 
Upper Perk io m en a rea. 


G re e n Lane 
F o r 
y e a r s 
t h e 
population growth of 
Green Lane has been 
almost nil - yet admirers 
of the scenic charm of the 
Perkiomen region never 
complained that the 
borough didn’t grow 
more rapidly. 
Green Lane has been a 
borough for a little more 
than a hundred years. In 
1910 the population was 
372, 332 in 1920, and 388 in 
the 1930’s. T oday’s 
figures are not much 
higher, but most area 
residents believe a 
d r a s tic 
in c r e a s e 
population would wipe 
out the natural splendor 
of the small town. 
At one time, the Green 
Lanp region was the 
prin cipal industrial 
district of the Perkiomen 
Valley. W’hen industries 
sought the best water 
power available the 
streams and brooks of 
Green Lane becam e 
invaluable. 
T hom as M ayberry 
founded the Green Lane 
Iron Works in 1737 - he 
chose the name for the 
trees bordering the lane 
which led to the forge. 
The iron works were 


continued well into the 
1840’s. Power obtained 
from water w heels 
operated the great 
hammers which beat the 
iron into bars. William 
Schall conducted the 
works from 1830 to 1848 
w hen the in d u stry 
ceased, giving way to the 
more efficient abstration 
of steel in other parts of 
Pennsylvania, 
Late in the 19th Cen­ 
tury the Perkiomen andv 
its tributaries gave rise 
to another industry, now 
defunct, nam ely the 
h a rv estin g of ice. 
Philadelphia had become 
dissatisfied with the 
Schuylkill ice because of 
the impurities of the 
river and ice companies 
built dams in creeks 
leading to the Perkiomen 
near Green Lane. 
Every winter hundreds 
of men were employed 
cutting ice from the 
ponds and storing it in 
huge ice houses, to later 
be hauled to Philadelphia 
for the sum mer trade. 
R efrig era tio n and 
artificial iceeliminated 
Green Lane's ice in­ 
dustry. The ice houses 
have either burned down 
or been eliminated. 


mostly German. William 
Evans was one of the first 
settlers as were mem­ 
bers of the Brooke 
famil y . Deed s d a I i n g 
back as far as 1704 show 
several land speculators 
bought property here 
who were residents of the 
Irish City. The Dismount 
family, immigrants from 


Ireland, had settled in the 
area in 1898. 
In 1699. John Brooke of 
Yorkshire, 
England, 
purchased 75(1 acres of 
land to the northwest of 
Limerick Square. By 1718 
the Evans and Brooke 
families became so in­ 
fluential that a county 
commision appointed 


Falkner's Swamp Reformed Church 
at New Hanover was built in 1790. 
The congregation dates to 1720 and is 
the oldest Reformed Congregation in 
the United States. 


Matthew Brooke as tax 
c o I 1 e c t o r 
f o r 
“ Manatawny” which was 
a considerable stretch of 
land. 
Among the first Ger­ 
mans in the area were 
the Reyer brothers, who 
later changed their 
names to Royer. The ford 
which crossed the river 
near their home gave the 
name “ Royer’s Ford” to 
the little settlement. 
On c e k n o w n 
a s 
L i m e r i c k S q u a r e , 
Limerick Village was 
also settled in the 18th 
Century. Part of the land 
was owned by the Brooke 
family and an inn existed 
there before 1760. 
The early settlers first 
basic needs were to 
provide food, clothing 
and shelter for their 
f a m i l i e s . F a r m i n g 
became the fundemental 
industry. The earliest 
land worker made his 
plow and harrow from 
the lumber of forests - 
pl ow s had wooden 
mould boards, harrows 
with 
wooden teeth, 
wagons with wheels 
made from three inch 
planks saved from the 
end of a log. 
* Farming has continued 
to be the mainstream of 
industry in the township - 
but it has not been the 
only one. Copper of 
superior qiiality was 
discovered in the region 
of Stone Hills in 1865. 
David Wood’s mine 
probably was the origin 
for the naming of Mine 


Run Road and Mine Run 
Creek. 
In the “old days” the 
only means of travel was 
by foot, horseback or on a 
springless farm wagon. 
Shopping was done by 
ladies on horseback who 
travelled old Indian trails 
made into bridle paths 
and cartways. 
Later the Manatawny 
“Great Road”, Ridge 
Pike or Route 422, 
stretched across the full 
width of the township. A 
branch to the north 
started at Limerick 
Square and extended 
t h r o u g h 
F a u 1 k n e r 
Swamp to Oley in 1723 
and is now known as 
Swamp Pike. 
In 1754, a road bran­ 
ched off the Ridge Pike 
east of Limerick and led 
to Linfield. After being in 
use for forty years it was 
shut down, but then 
reopened and is known as 
Linfield Road. 
Trolley service was 
once an intricate means 
of transportation in the 
area. The Stowe to 
Linfield section, known 
as the Pottstown and 
Phoenixvil.le Railway 
Co., was opened in 1915 
and hourly service was 
operated. With the ad­ 
vent of the car. and 
improved highways, the 
serice ended in the 
Linfield area. The trolley 
ceased abruptly on 
January 21, 1932, without 
a warning leaving 
travellers stranded at 
stations, 


Colonel Frederick Antes house was 
used 
as 
Continental 
Army 
Headquarters 
while 
troops 
bivouaced in Camp Pottsgrove. The 
house still stands in Fagleysviffe. 
eysviue 


Like many colonial settlements which took 
their names from families in the area, 
Fagleysville was named for the family which 
owned the most land: in the surrounding area. 
The Fagley farm w as south of the village along 
the road now known as Swamp Pike. In earlier 
times the road was open from Limerick on the 
Reading Road, through the German settlements 
at Faulkner Swamp, into Berks County. 
An intersection of a road near the Fagley farm 
was actually the nucleus of the town which would 
later develop. 
At the crossroads of the road from Sum- 
neytown to Sanatoga was the inn called “The 
Rose.” It acted as a center of communications 
and accomodations in the early part of the 
colonial era and by the time of the Revolution 
several other structures had been built around 
the inn.
